MAN WHO WAS “WARNED 
OFF ” 
———— 


BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
Fitz01880N AND MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN.) 


A N appeal was brought on behalf of 


Michael Doyle, a bookmaker, of 17 

Devonshire street, Cork, from a judg- 
ment of the High Court dismissing his action 
against John Griffin, P. J. O'Reilly and T. A. 
Morris, the President, Treasurer and Secre- 
tary, respectively, of the Irish Coursing Club 
and Board of Control of Greyhound Racing, 
and the members of the Standing Committee 
of the Irish Coursing Club and Board of Con- 
trol of Greyhound Racing, Clonmel. 

In his action the laintif claimed a declara 
tion that the defendants, by warning him off, 
and disqualifying all greyhounds, his 
property, in February, 1935, did not comply 
with the constitution of the Irish Coursing 
Club and rules governing coursing and grey- 
hound racing, and that their adjudication 
was illegal. He stated that he was accused 
of substituting the greyhound, Dash of 
Lightning, for the dog, Jack Does Know, at 
the Kanturk Meeting on Ist February, 1935, 
an allegation which he denied; and that for 
this offence he was “ warned off ” all meet- 
ings under the control of the Irish Coursing 
Club. : 

The defendants pleaded that they were 
entitled to do as they had done, as they were 
satisfied, they stated, that the plaintiff was 
connected with, or an accessory to, the sub- 
stitution alleged against him. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C.; Mr. J. A. 
McCarthy, K.C.; and Mr. F. Vaughan 
Buckley (instructed by Mr. J. Morrissey) 
appeared for the appellant. Mr. J. M. Fits- 

rald, K.C.; Mr. Lavery. K.C.; and Mr. J. 
J. Walsh (instructed by Messrs. Buggy and 
Co.) for the respondents. : 


“ GRIEVOUSLY WRONGED” 


Opening the appeal, Mr. Gavan Duffy said 
that the appellant was a man who had been 
grievously wronged, and had been told by 
the High Court, to his great dismay, that the 
law of Saorstat Eireann was so defective that 
it provided no redress. The action was an 
action for wilful damage done without just 
cause or excuse to the appellant. who had 
been carrying on his business on greyhound 
tracks in Ireland since 1920 with growing 
success until February, 1935, when he was 
“warned off ” by the defendants. 

The Committee of the Irish Coursing Club 
was in a position, continued Mr. Gavan 
Duffy, to punish any bookmaker who offended 
against their laws by putting him outside 
their pale, and if they had taken the trouble 
to observe those rules this action never would 
have been brought. The rules made meticu- 
lous provisions for the trial of offenders, but 
the Committee threw those rules to the wind 
when they were minded to deal with the 
laintiff. They purported to try the appellant 
tor a serious offence against the rules of 
racing, and seemed to-:have borrowed their 
opinion of justice from the Queen in “ Alice 
in Wonderland.” They held a drumhead 
courtmartial on the appellant without notice 
or warning of any kind. The rules_ provided 
that an staged offender should get a seven 
days’ notice of trial by registered post, and 
was to have the right to call evidence in his 
own defence. The Committee, however, 
found a better way of securing conviction; 
they inveigled the appellant to come before 
them, pretending that they were going to try 
a complaint lodged by him against a backer, 
and when they got him there he found that 
he had come into their court in the middle of 
another trial. — —. 

Chief Justice By what right did he go in 
there? 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—They summoned him to 
attend to prosecute his complaint against a 
backer, and when he got there, having no 
notice whatever of any complaint against him- 
self, he found a trial already in progress 
concerning the alleged substitution of one dog 
for another some time before—a trial in 
which he himself was the traverser, or one of 
the traversers, implicated. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan—Do you mean the 
trial had beon previously going on without 
his knowledge? 


“FOUND GUILTY ” 


Mr. Gavan Duffy—I do. They were all at 
once detectives, prosecutors, judge and jury 
and executioners. No evidence of any substi- 
tution was given in his presence, so that the 

sition was this—that without, so far as 

e was informed, a tittle of evidence implicat 
ing him in the charge, they fonnd him guilty, 
a conviction of which they were good enough 
to inform him by letter ten days later. 

The trial judge in the High Court held, 
added Mr. Gavan Duffy, that it was quite 
clear that Mr. Doyle had not had an oppor- 
tunity to defend himself, but he trus in 
the common fairness of the Committee to 
remedy the injustice. The defendants, in 
order to make quite certain that their decree 
should be as effective as possible, published 
their‘ warning off ” in their official *’ Cours- 
ing Calendar ' not only on 23rd March, 1935, 
but on at least three other occasions, and 
they came into Court full of jurisdiction and 
merits, and claiming to justify themselves. 

“There was no other issue before the 
Court than this,” said Mr. Gavan Duffy : 
“*Pid Doyle get a faiz trial or did he not?’ 
That is the only think we came into Court 
about.” <i 
' Mr. Justice: FitzGibbon said that if the 
view of the Court was that the rules of the 
Trish priyabe Club were. not fair, still the 
appellant would have no cause of complaint if 
he accepted them. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that for the purposes 
of this case he was prepared to accept that. 
In the High Court Mr. Doyle gave his evi- 
dence and he was cross-examined, and there 
was no suggestion that his trial had been 
otherwise than what he had stated. Then, 
when the case was closed, the Irish Coursing 
Club, not having the courage to put witnesses 
into the box, performeda complete volte face 
and, at the suggestion of the judge, asked 
the Court to give them judgment, not on the 


| merits, but on a technicality that ander the 


law here there be no redress for any 
injustice done or any suffering caused tc Mr, 
Doyle, because he did not happen to be a 
member of the Irish Coursing Club—that 


The judge held that Mr. Doyle had no re- 
dreas, although he recognised hi Ansa 


there was no ying ween the parties, 
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of the proceedings against him. Both sides 
came into Court on the single issue whether 
this trial of Mr. Doyle was or was not a trial 
against natural justice, and from beginning 


| to end of the defence there was no plea that 


the plaintiff in the action had no cause of 
action, and the defence had not been 
amended. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan observed that the 
claim was for a declaration. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—A declaration, an in- 
junction and damages. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan—If you are asking 
for a declaration, the fact that they did not 
plead that there was no cause of action is not 
necessary, 

Mr, Gavan Duffy—No; but it is material 
on the question whether I am entitled to 
damages and an injunction. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan said that he could 
understand the plaintiff asking for damages 
for libel on some state of facts contrary to 
law, but that was not raised in this case. 


“A CLEAR CLAIM”* 


Mr. Gavan Duffy—There is a clear claim 
for damages and an injunction. My sub- 
mission is that the judge was wrong in law 
in non-suiting us; that he could not do that 
in law without an express plea to the effect 
that we had no cause of action; and if it be 
necessary—and my submission is that it is 
not—I can satisfy your lordship, I think, 
that even if that, were not so, in this case 
we had a good cause of action. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan asked was not the 
plaintiff in this action suing for damage for 
the publication of the “warning off ”' notice. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy replied that he was 
suing for damage for wrong wilfully done 
without just cause or excuse. He then re- 
ferred to the pleadings in the action, in which 
the defendants, in the course of their de- 
fence. stated that the plaintiff was informed 
on 19th February, 1935, that the Standing 
Committee were about to investigate the 
circumstances under which a greyhound 
known as ‘‘ Dash of Lightning” (whieh, it 
was alleged, had been sarahitanal by the plain- 
on had been run as “ Jack Does = ” at 

anturk coursing meeting on lst February, 
1935. i The plaintiff helvdiien., of his ae 
volition,’’ continued this defence, “ attended

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon said that it seemed 
to him from one paragraph of the statement 
of claim that it was an action for damages 
for libel. The defendants replied to that 
paragraph by saying: ‘It does mean what 
you say, and it is true.” 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that the trial judge 
had held that there was no claim for damages 
for libel He submitted that there was no 
power in the Court to 1on-suit on the ground 
that a plaintiff had no cause of action, where 
the, defendant had omitfed to plead that the 
plaintiff had no cause of action. This, of 
course, did not apply where a man was suing 
on an illegal cause of action He relied on 
Order 10, Rule 16, of the Rules of Court in 
support of this contention. 

The Chief Justice asked Mr. Gavan Duffy 
did he contend that he had a right to go in 
on the defendants’ racing tracks

be sufficient if he satisfied the Court that 
he was kept out by reason of this warning- 
off notice.

annoancing a visit ot the defendant to Ski\). 
bereen, contained the words: “His. surgery 

in Cork is the mecca of sufferers of defectiys 

evesight.’” It was submitted by the com. 

plainant, the Attorney-General, that the “ise 

of the word ' surgery’’ amounted to the 

wilful and false use of a title or description 

implying that the defendant was a registered 

surgeon, and the District Justice held that 

the Act forbade the application of misleading 

names, titles, additions and descriptions to 

a person, and cuuld not be extended to cover 

the application of alleged misleading names, 

etc., to a place or premises. He accordingly 

dismissed the summons, and, on the applica. 

tion of the swlicitor for the Attorney. 

General, he stated a case, inviting the High 

Court to say whether he was right in so 

doing. 

Mr. Kevin Dixon (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) appeared for the Attorney. 
General, appellant, and Mr. Costello, K.C, 
and Mr. Devlin (instructed by Mr. V. Elvan) 
for the 1espondent. 

It was argued by Mr. Dixon that the 
District Justice was wrong in taking the 
view that the words applied to a person 
only, and said that this was contrary to the 
Statute. The words as used in the advertise. 
ment implied that the defendant was regis. 
tered. There was nothing in the section sav. 
ing whether the description applied to the 
verson or place. In common sense and in 
aw there™could be no difference between a 
person who said “Í have a surgery” and 
a person who said “‘I am a surgeon.” Th» 
inference was that if he said he had a surge-y” 
he was a surgeon. 

Mr. Costello submitted that the words -f 
the section referred only to a personal 
description and not to a place. 


ALTERNATIVE CHARGE 


Mr. Justice Suilivan said that the District 
Justice had taken the view that the section 
could not be extended to cover the applica- 
tion of the words used in the advertisement 
to a place or premises, He was of opinion 
that the decision of the District Justice was 
right. It would have heen open to the 
prosecution to charge the defendant with an 
offence under another portion of the section— 
viz., that he falseiy and wilfully represented 
himself to be a person who was registered 
in the Medical Register, and if a summons 
had becn framed on that offence and based 
on the advertisement in the Southern Star, 
a strong case might have been made to show 
that he had committed an offence, 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that, in so far 
as it was held by the District Justice that 
the offence, as charged, was not proved, he 
was of opinion that the District Justice was 
right. e could not, however, agree that 
Í the section could not be held to apply to the 
application of misleading names, etc., to a 

remises. . He was not satisfied that Sub- 

3 of Section 37 of the Act was not 
sufficiently wide to cover a case of the ap- 
plication of certain terms to a place of busi- 
ness, and he thought that a person using 
such a description with reference to his place 
of business might well be convicted under 
the first part of the sub-section. Accordingly, 
though ho was satisfied that the District 
Justice was right in dealing with this case 
in the way he did, having regard to the way 
the prosecution was framed, he thought that 
in answering the question raised by the ap- 
pellant, the Court should say, “ Having re- 
gard to the way in which the prosecution 
was framed,” so as to make it clearly appear 
that. the Court was not deciding that a 
owt os could not be convicted under Sub- 
tion 3 for the terms by which he describes 
his place of business. 

The Court, accordingly, disallowed

The new factory, which stands on a site 
extending over three and a half acres, is 
the first and only one of its kind in the 
Free State, and is equipped in the most 
up-to-date manner for the manufacture of 
chemical products. 


The factory is constituted of three build- 
ings, all in modern concrete construction. 
The main process building has been de- 
signed to give a maximum of air space 
and light, and in it has been installed the 
most up-to-date plant and machinery. The 
motive power is electricity and there is 
consequently no emission of smoke or 
fumes to affect the amenities of the dis- 
trict.

There is abundant space on the thrée- 
and-a-half acre site for the erection of 
additional buildings, which may be re- 
quired as the business develops. 

Mr. M. J. Antcliff, managing director, 
stated that although they were only pro- 
ducing phosphates at the moment they 
hoped to manufacture other fine chemicals 
at a future date.

The old tag says that one half of the 
world doesn’t know how the other half 
lives. It may be an old way of living that 
I describe, but it is new to me:— 
Once you purchased and paid. Then 
you purchased and did not pay ; you paid 
an instalment instead. You, possibly, even 
borrowed to pay the first instalment. Mean- 
‘while, in those days, the seller waited. Now 
the seller does not wait. He sells your debt 
to a financial corporation. This corpora. 
tion buys your debt for ready money, at a 
discount naturally, and the salesman then 
buys more goods at his discount, and pro- 
ceeds to find more customers. i 
There is no reason, however, why the 
money you pay back in instalments 
should go at once to the finance corpora- 
tion which now owns your debt; the 
‘original salesman may borrow it back 
from them in order to buy still more of 
those goods he is selling, and for all you 
know, if you did borrow any money to pay 
pone instalments, that debt, too, may 

ave been bought by the saine corporation 
and re-lent to the original lender. 

I am informed, in short, on absolutely 
reliable authority that the ramifications of 
hire-purchase are endless, and that these 
finance corporations have control of pur- 
chases in evety ‘corner of Ireland and 
Great Britain. There is much to be said 
for the system, but it does eliminate com 
letely the old personal relationship 

between buyer and seller, and my in- 
‘formant. told me several stories in this 
connection which make me feel that that 
old system has many human advantages 
over the new, 


Christopher Columbus 


‘I see that the last surviving descendant 
of Columbus, the discoverer of America, 
has been released from internment in 
Spain. This particular Christopher is the

and send them on to us. 

Herring stories I have heard, which. 
show how we neglect our opportunities. 
tell of vast catches at Rosses Point in the 
past. As people did not know what to do 
with them, the herrings were thrown back 
into the sea. Then none ever came near 
that point again for vears—for even a 
herring cannot stand indignity.

Ghe Pigeon House 


In view of the further development of 
‘he Pigeon House as an auxiliary to the 
Shannon scheme, it is interesting to recall 
the building’s origin.

CAVE-DWELLERS OF THE 
CANARIES

N Friday, September 25th, on a morn- 
O ing which was to develop into a day 

of scorching heat, our ship put in at 
Las Palmas, the capital of Grand Canary, an 
island of over 1,000 square miles, with a 
population of 130,000 souls. Rather, it put 
in at the port, styled La Lus. 

Todo esta tranquilo, we were assured at 
the quayside—“ everything is peaceful,” 
When. we reached the town, however, We 
noticed immediately the signs of war, 
although ‘there was no fighting. Soldiers and 
members of the insurgents’ volunteer army, 
known as the “Spanish Phalanx’’ (falange 
Li spatiola), were to be observed in profusion, 
In every ‘bus and tramecar there was a soldier 
at the driver’s side. The tramway sheds 
bore a military guard, Prominently, through 
the town the red and gold ' colours, 
which ' have been adopted officially by 
the insurgents’ Council of Nations! De- 
fence at Burgos, were displayed. An 
air of tense excitement prevaded the 
streets I managed to gain admittance to the 
Army headquarters, and chatted with the 
young officer in charge of the Intelligence 
Section. A busy scene surrounded him, 
Soldiers were thumping the keys of type- 
writers, and neatly-kept files were being car- 
ried to and fro. : 


ARDENT SUPPORTERS — 


The inhabitants of Las Palmas, as we 
found them, were lively, good-looking and 
friendly. The evidence both of eye and of ear 
went to show that the people generally were 
ardent supporters of Franco, and that their 


thoughts were centred upon him. The 
progress of the war in the “Pen- 
insula’ was being followed — closely. 


Girls and children ‘in many cases were 
dressed in the uniform of the Falange 
Kspanola: in the Municipal Park I espied, 
in a perambulator, an infant of about 
eighteen months wearing the cap of that 
organisation. [The body named Flechas— 
‘““Arrows’’—appears to be the juvenile section 
of the Falange. There is another body named 
Accion (iudadana—" Civil Action] The 
Fascist salute was given freely, but in con- 
versation there was no tendency to refer to 
Fascism. ‘‘Our object,” I was told, “is to 
re-establish the real Spain. The fate of 
Europe -is being denided: in Spain. If Com- 
n.unism were to triumph in Spain it would 
triumph in Belgian and in France, and 
England herself would not be safe.’’ In the 
Canary islands, Í was informed, the chang. 


accomplish—July 18th and 19th—and no 
buildings were destroyed in the process.

One of the things to ‘‘do” in Las Palmas, 
and we “did” it, is to drive over tortuous 
roads up the bare mountains, with their 
extinct volcanoes and their deposits of lava, 
to Santa Brigida (the same as the Irish St. 
Bridget) by way of Telde and Atalaya. The 
drivers drive fast and command admiration, 
if they often inspire fear. We encountered in 
the course of the drive some of the cave- 
dwellers, who are such a feature of life on 
the Camary Islands. They should not be 
imagined as hairy beings armed with clubs, 
instead, they are pleasant and courteous 
people. In Atalaya I entered a rickety little 
shop to buy lemonade drinks. 
behind the counter, who stirred the lemonade 
with a pen-liandle, described the drink as a 
refreco—this being the vulgar pronunciation 
of refreaco (a cooling beverage). In payment 
for seven drinks I tendered half-a-crown. For 
a few moments the old lady scrupulously 
wrestled with a sum in mental arithmetic,

Other badges were purely 
religious ones, with the colours ied. lt 
was impossible to escape the red-and-gold 
flag. From houses it floated, from buildings 
of ever kind, from ‘buses, from private 
motor cars, from bicycles. Tickets were 
being sold for a “ patriotic lottery’ in aid 
of the insurgents’ Air Force. 

Picturesquely situated in the valley of 
Aguere, the university town of La Laguna, 
with its serene and almost mystical atmo- 
sphere, is the oldest on the island.

A MILITARY MASS 


When we visited the Cathedral we found 
that an ancient statue of the Blessed Virgin 
had been taken down from its normal posi- 
tion on a side-altar and placed almost in the 
centre of the Cathedral, with huge candles 
around it--rogativa para la guerra, the priest 
Be “emonah (‘in supplication for the war,’’). 

‘rom La Laguna we motored up to Mer- 
cedes Forest, and enjoyed the peerless pros- 


pects which it affords. Down in Santa Cruz, 
when we came back, preparation was being 
made for an open-air military High Mass, 
to be celebrated in Constitution square, in 
the heart of the town, on the following da 
(Sunday). An altar; was being pont ó 
flanked about by ali the panoply of war, 
and surmounted by a fine equestrian effigy 
of St. James, the Patron of Spain. Mass 
was to be succeeded by the solemn swearing 
of allegiance to the flag. At five o’clock in 
the afternoon of the same day, in La Orotava, 
another part of the island, an elaborate cere- 
mony of reparation to the Holy Cross—from 
which, of course, Santa Cruz derives its name 
—was to take place. 

In addition to the ordinary local journals, 
La Tarde, Gaceta de Tenerife, La Prensa, 
and the newly-born weekly, Patria, I dis- 
covered in circulation a propagandist paper, 
Arriba Espaiia (‘* Up Spain!’’) the proceeds 
from the sale of which went apparently to 
the insurgents’ cause.

(Our movement, as the 
National Leader has repeated frequently, ‘is 
essentially anti-capitalist, but it must be 
understood that, if the disappearance of 
capitalism is necessary, the disappearance of 
capitai or of property is not possible, but the 
one and the other must be obliged to fulfil 
the social function which is proper to each, 
within the limits which, on the one hand, the 
national economy and, on the other, the 
greatest possible equality between Spaniards 
permit.

Now the remains of the 
family all sleep in the old bed, happily, 
together once more.” 

We like to think that civilisation is pro- 
gressing steadily. The Dublin slums have 
progressed evidently in the natural way of 
increase. More people have come to occupy 
them, mone ancient houses have been added 
to them. So flourishing is this trade in a 
world of depression that, space being valu- 
able, every inch of the high seca cat every 
basement below them must be used. And 
the currency paid is human life, bodies and 
minds amd souls, and the steady sacrifice 
of the children. 

Side by side with our lives, day after day, 
this continues. We are almost within touch- 
ing digtance of it often, as we walk in the 
streets. of Dublin. There is not one of us 
who would refuse a starving child food 
or shelter. Deside us the children of the 
Dublin slums are denied even light and air 
and sun. They are born into tenements or 
basements. They share their one-roomed 
dweHing oftea with rats and mice, bugs and 
Leetles. They are stricken with disease; they 
suffer and they die. Others are born, to 
follow them. ‘They are beautiful children, 
miraculously—as they are pay and gallant 
and apparently happy. One has only to see 
them in the street, which is their playground, 
jifting their small faces to the sunlight when 
it comes, seeming as if it found its way to 
them with difficulty, searching for the chil- 
Hiren between the high walls of the houses. 
They are born with a right to the heritage 
of all children. But their heritage is the 
world of the slums, and their lovely bodies 
are destined too often to be offered a living 
sacrifice. 

The Dublin slums have always been with 
us. Some of us have read the statistics, but 
without applying them, not translating the 
meaning—in terms of life. and death, of 
human suffering of mind and body and spirit 
—of the fact that 90,000 Dubliners are living 
in one-roomed tenements and at least 16,000 
families in basement dwellings. ‘That is the 


official description for the purpose of statistics. | 


We need not, if we do not wish our comfort 
disturbed, go beyond it to consider what it 
means—a room often not comforming with 
any of the health regulations, in which a 
family—father and mother and anything up 
to eight children—live, sleep and eat, have 
their troubles and sorrows,-are, incredibly, 
happy on occasion, are ill and die. Without 
peas without possibility of rest, without 
i 


ght, except that provided by a bad oil 


lamp, frequently without undefiled air. — 
We seem likely to have the best bpas 
And, 


making sure that they shall be kept well 
filled. Should our first effort not be to 
keep people out of hospitals? The medical 
officers confess themselves powerless. They 
cai only do their best te ameliorate suffer- 
ing. They cannot arrest disease or enforce 
the health laws. - 

{ suggest that nothing less than a national 


crusade can do what requires to be done. | 


It will have to be done eventually, so let 
us do it soon. A banner must be lifted. by 
all those with power to lift it. The practical 
side to be evolved is for experts. No one 
can think that 1t is going to be easy. But 
faith may move mountains, and if enough 
people put their strength to the mountain 
and go on pushing, we shall see it move. 
Strangely, when it is a question of war or 
destruction, ways and means are always 
found. This crusade would ask, not for death 
and destruction, but for life and construction, 
for homes to house men and women and 
children, in conditions to give health and 
sanity for bodies and souls. If a national 
fund should be raised for such a purpose, 
there is not one of us who would not make 
some sacrifice, however small. 1 would make 
this appeal to every Irish man and woman, 
not only in Ireland, but overseas, forgetting 
all differences of creed and politics, to join in 
one great national effort to remove the too 
ancient sin of Dublin, 

It will take time and effort, Heaven knows. 
The problem is too big for any group of in- 
dividuals to tackle alone, and only a national 
movement in the true and large sense of the 
word can hope to solve it. Few Governments 
will have faced a more formidable task. But 
if, to-morrow, every responsible Irish man 
and woman will ask themselves: “ What can 
I do about it? ” and do something, however 
small, the first and foundation stone of the 
new Dublin will have been laid, and where, 
Dr. Collis tells us, there are now “' the foulest

REDUNDANT LICENCES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin, —' A Dubliner,” in your issne of the 
13th inst., cites the fact that Cork’s 80,000 
citizens have 358 licensed houses, and adds: 
It is quite certain: that Dublin’s 80,000 new 
citizens have to put up with a mere fraction 
of such a number of licensed houses.” In 
actual fact, no new public-house licence has 
been granted in the metropolitan area since 
the Licensing Act ot 1902, the provisions of 
which make the seeking of such new licence 
an expensive gamble. i 
_ On the other hand, many of the existing 
licensed houses in the slum areas are now 

ing redundant, principally because of 
the exodus of about 100,000 working-class 
people to the new suburbs, which are, judged 
by the most temperate standards, now under- 
heensed. Unfortunately, the redundant house, 
m order to keep its doors open, is likely to 
be forced to. lower its stanaards of trading, 
with deplorable social effects, The vintners 
themselves, through their trade journal, have 
asked—quoting the findings of many Govern- 
ment Commissions to strengthen their plea— 
that such licences should cancelled, and 
their owners adequately compensated. — 

A golden opportunity for such action now 
presents itself. If the Government would 
issue, say, eight new licences in the new 
suburbs at a high monopoly value, or offer 
them by public auction to the highest bidder, 
a fund would be created out ot which 50 or 
60 redundant licences in tne city could be 
équashed.—Yours, etc.,

BOYS TO BE PUNISHED 
BY PARENTS 


In a case in which a boy of 14 was 
charged with maliciously breaking windows 
and causing damage to the amount of £24 
in the peint factory of Mr. A. H. Hassan, 
at East “all, Dublin, the boy pleaded not 
guilty, though a companion of his, aged 153, 
pleaded guilty to the same offence. 

The evidence showed that a number of 
other boys were also involved in the stone- 
throwing, but they got away. 

When charging the jury Judge Davitt said 
that one of the grave defects of our youth 
is that they are not educated to respect 

rty. One never sees a vacant house 
that has not half its windows broken. Lamp- 
posts are also being regularly broken, and 
shrubs in parks uprooted and destroyed. Mt 
is a defect in the education of our youth that 
is to be regretted. The responsibility rests on 
the parents and those charged with the edu- 
cation of the youth to eradicate this evil. 

It was, said the Judge, a serious thin 
that damage to the extent of over £23 shoulc 
be done recklessly and wantonly. Nobody 
was the gainer. It was a state of affaivs 
that would have to be stopped. The accused 
boy, who had pleaded not guilty, gave a 
wrong name and address. Subsequently, 
when his mother told him to tell the truth 
to the Guards, he made and signed a state- 
ment. He had perjured himself that day in 
the witness box when he said that he could 
not read, and made a liar. of himself two 
minutes afterwards by showing that he could.

MANY CHARTERS 


DISPLAY AT LOCAL 
INQUIRY 


RARE COLLECTION OF 
ANCIENT DOCUMENTS

WATERFORD, Wednesday. 
Fi an hour this morning the prosaic 


business ot the Waterford Mamnuicipal 

inquiry was interrupted for what Mr. 
Sean O bhUadhaigh, solicitor, described as 
“an excursion into the limbo of medieval 
times ” Ins ot the piles of minute books, 
rate receipts and legal refetences, the gteen 
baize tables were graced with an arrey of 
illuminated Charters dating back io the 
twelfth century. Richly illuminated on 
parchment, printed in the Bige 
characters of Latin, medieval English or 
Norman French, and with vivid, if un- 
complimentary portraits of the monarchs of 
the periods, they 
romance into the staid proceedings of the 
Inqui in their quaint, archaic phraseology 
they brought into human contact a lastory 
that till then had been purely academic—a 
subject of legal reference. 

This array of ancient documents, said Mr. 
A. E. Wood, K.C., ‘who is appearing for the 
Corporation, was resurrected as a sequel to 
the stir that had been created on the previous 
day over the fact that one of the Corpora- 
tion documents had been missing after a raid 
in 1920. ‘This would show that all deeds 
and documents had been most carefully 
preserved. 


FAMOUS CHARTER ROLL 


Since there seemed to be such a great 
deal of interest taken in the documents of 
the Corporation, he thought he should refer 
to the twenty-nine Charters, which at various 
times in its long history, had been presented 
to the City of Waterford. Perhaps the most 
interesting was the Great Charter of 1626, a 
beautifully illuminated manuscript perfectly 
preserved, under which by the authority 
of Charles I. the Corporation's property 
was held, and a document of great historic 
interest—the famous charter roll of the City 
of Waterford. The latter came into being 


in the reign of Richard II., when it was de- | 


cided that the city’s charters should be in- 
scribed on one roll. 

This, said Mr. Wood, had been described 
by authorities as one of the most artistic 
documents in existence. In additicn, it 
clearly showed the ownership of the city’s 
property. Among its illuminations were tra- 
ditional likenesses of historical personalities, 
among them Henry IJ.. Henry III.. King 
John, who ruled from 1199 to 1216, Edward 
IHI., Richard TI., the Chancellor of Water- 
ford and others in fourteenth century cos- 
tumes. 


THE CITY’S SWORDS 


The swords which were presented to the 
city by King John and King Henry VIII. 
were on view, aud Mr. Wood mentioned that 
in the city archives were preserved accurate 
records of these endowments. ‘ihe * Cap 
of Maintenance,’ which was presented by 
King Henry VIII. as a “token of remem- 
brance,” and which is still borne before the 
Mayor on certain occasions, was also shown. 

he origin the city motto, Urbs 
intacta Waterfordia Manet, was also ex- 
plained. Mr, Wood said that when the two 
“borage Lambert Simnel and Perkin War- 
eck came to Ireland, the city refused to re- 
ceive them, and, “in the fullness of joy and 
gratitude,” King Henry VII. bestowed on 
Waterford this motto, of which Mr. Wood 
quoted, as a rough translation, '“ The city 
which is. untouched by the treason of pre- 
tenders to the Throne.’’

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Britain’s Defences 


Great Britain was slow to realise how 
dangerous her position had become as the 
result of a disarmament policy which 
nobody but herself was attempting to 
follow. When she had wakened to the fact, 
she could not be reproached with laziness ; 
for the new armament programme is now 
going forward with astonishing speed, 
and at a cost which is likely to bear 
heavily on the British taxpayer next 
spring. Arms are not everything, how- 
ever, and Sir Samuel Hoare’s speech at 
Edinburgh on Tuesday may be meant as 
an official answer to another question 
which has been troubling the public for 
some months. It is one thing to have an 
efficient Army, an efficient Navy, and an 
efficient Air Force; it is quite another 
to have a good system of defence. 
ever powerful the separate Services may 
be, they must have a general policy if they 
are to give proper protection to the 
country, and the feeling has been grow- 
ing that there is too little control over 
them. Over twelve months ago Lord 
Mottistone pleaded in the House of Lords 
for greater unity, and the pressure in- 
creased until finally, last March, Sir 


How- 


Thomas Inskip was appointed ‘‘ Minister 


for the Co-Ordination of Defence.’’ The 
new post has not pleased everybody, 
although it is recognised as a step in the 
right direction. Sir Thomas has been 
empowered to take over certain duties 
which the Prime Minister formerly carried 
out in matters of defence, and to which 
he obviously could not give a great deal of 
time owing to the pressure of other work. 
The new Minister will be able to devote 


j all his attention to these questions, and 


thus there is greater hope of a consistent 
Government policy in the future than 
there could have been under the old 
system. Yet many people wanted some- 
thing more drastic—a definite Ministry of 
Defence, which would treat the Army, 
Navy and Air Force as parts of a whole, 
not as semi-independent forces. Sir 
Thomas Inskip has no authority to carry 
out such a policy, and his post represents 
a compromise which makes little change 
in the situation. 

Sir Samuel Hoare, in his speech on 
Tuesday, replied to the critics of the 
Government's plan at some length. He 
agreed that the three Services cannot be 
allowed to form their own policies without. 
any reference to one another, and that 
they must be made to serve the defensive 
needs of the country as a whole, but he 
reminded his audience that there already 
is a great amount of co-ordination between 
them. Nobody, indeed, will deny this 
point. Modern warfare is becoming more 
and more complicat “ihe pnd the need for a 
great deal of derstanding between the 
three Servic would ‘make itself felt 
without. any pressure from the Govern- 

"The military commanders know 
well’ i noug that their battles, though 
fought on land, could not be fought at all 
unless warships and aeroplanes also 
played a a. in  them—by transporting 
their ‘oops, fc mple, or by bombing 
- Thus 1" can be argued 
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This note, indeed, underlies his whe 
speéch, and to a non-military mind it,may 
appear to be slightly disturbing. How- 
ever desirable Great Britain may find the 
idea of a Ministry of Defence, must she 
wait until the Services desire it also? 
There may have been a great deal of 
willing co-operation between the Services, 
but the. ordinary public is just beginning 
to learn of the haphazard way in which 
the last war was fought, and it will be 
forgiven if it wonders whether the present 
co-operation is strong enough to ensure 
that there will be no more “' muddling 
through.” Where thousands of lives 
depend on every display of inefficiency, it 
Yet it 
appears that a Ministry of Defence, which 
at least would be some guarantee that a 
general policy would be observed, is out 
of the question for the moment. Sir 
Samuel Hoare confessed that, although 
the tendency is towards complete unity of 
control, the full unity cannot be secured 
until the Services demand it themselves. 
“My own view,” he said, “is that a 
Ministry of Defence cannot come about 
from without. We could pass an Act of 
Parliament and call it a Ministry of 
Defence Act, but we should not create a 
real Ministry of Defence until a common 
understanding animated the Services.’’ 
He holds the opinion that the desired end 
cannot be reached except by a process of 
“ natural growth,” and that, when it is 
reached, it will be as a matter of estab. 
lished fact rather than by outside action. 
In the course of time, he says, the duties 
of the three Services will more and more 
approximate, but ‘‘ it is dangerous to be 
lost in theoretical anticipations while we 
are engaged upon a practical task of 
urgent and immense importance.” The 
British Government probably knows best 
how to deal with this question, but the 
man in the street. will hope, rather 
nervously, that the united policy which 
was so sadly lacking in 1914 may have 
been evolved by the time that the next 
Great War summons him to the colours. 


The New Demosthenes 


What would the Greeks make of wire- 
less? Would they discard their political 
theories on its account? Their ideal city- 
State. was straitly limited in size by the 
theory that the community ought to be no 
larger than would permit an orator to 
address all the freemen with his living 
voice. By that rule the largest nation of 
the modern world satisfies the demand of 
democracy. President Roosevelt frequently 
addresses every voter, who cares to listen, 
in the whole vast territory of the United 
States of America... We might push the 
principle a stage farther, and observe that 
the whole world can be addressed by one 
voice now; but the diversity of tongues 
breaks the argument. Suffice it that the 
American Presidential campaign is being 
fought as no other political contest of such 
magnitude ever was fought; that is, with 
the candidates talking to every voter who 
has ears to hear the loud-speaker. All 
the States are one State, in the Greek 
sense. There is no American citizen, 
unless he be deaf, who must vote without 
having heard the President and his rival 
speak for themselves. Last year the 
Democratic Party spent £67,000 on wire- 
less talks to the people, while the 
Republicans spent £100,000; and, in the 
remaining weeks of rivalry, the parties are 
expected to spend yet bigger sums. When 
the President speaks as head of the State, 
he is accorded the freedom of the air— 
the broadcasting stations transmit his 
utterance without charge. When he speaks 
as Presidential candidate, defends his 
‘policy or criticises his rival’s, his 
supporters must pay the companies big 
fees. We learn from World-Radio that 
one hour 's talk to the State of New York 
costs £400. What is known in American 
English as a ‘‘ coast-to-coast hook-up ''— 
meaning a broadcast through the whole 
network of stations from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific—costs £3,200 for one hour. 
While science and invention have enabled 
men thus to address nations, they have not 
put this privilege in reach of the common 
person. Only very rich men, or men 
backed by wealthy organisations, can 
reach the rostrum behind the microphone, 
Here we have a difference from the city 
State of old. The man with a grievance 
in ancient Athens could stand up in the 
place of assembly and tell the people about 
it. There was no fee for “ going on the 
air.”” However poor, however erratic, any 
citizen who had something to say that 
people cared to hear could get his hearing 
and a following, small or great. Broad- 
casting, therefore, will not become an in- 
strument of ideal democracy until the 
voice of the man at the street corner is 
carried on the etheric waves and retailed 
in every receiving apparatus. That day 
will not come soon. Perhaps, it never wil] 
come; and, at the risk of being charged 
with anti-democratic sympathies, we are 
glad. It is bad enough to have the present 
babble of voices clamopring for nightly 
notice without free speech for everybody 
and peace for none. Sir Thomas Inskip 
said a few days ago that broadcasting 
favours dictatorships, since it enables a 
powerful personality like Signor Mussolini 
to bring the entire populace under his 
spell. Rather, we suggest, does it favour 
We know 
many Mussolinis, up and down the 
country, who never manage to get them- 
selves heard outside their own villages. It 
is just as well. 


Trouble at Mallow 


When will the Free State’s sugar 
industry be free of trouble? It spends 
most of the summer in complex negotia- 
tions with the beet-growers concerning the 
price of their produce. When agreement 
on this subject has been reached, and the 
company prepares to start upon the work 
of sugar-making, the workmen in the 
factories become restive. The manufactur- 
_| ing season at the Mallow factory opened 
, | yesterday. On the same day the workmen 
have ‘‘ downed tools,’’ swearing that they 
will not lift a hand until their request 
for higher wages has been conceded. Six 


hundred men are “out” at Mallow, and 


| ion. the success or failure of their strike

three factories—those at Carlow, Thurles 
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their resolution id . to go to work, 
the year’s harvest of beet, amounting to 
more than a million pounds in value, will

The directorate has issued 
a statement, in which it calls upon the 
men to return this morning, and to give 
a guarantee that they will continue to 
work during the “campaign ” season; 
but the union is similarly downright. 
We regret the whole situation very deeply. 
The beet-sugar industry was never, 
perhaps, one of the Free State’s brightest 
ideas; but, for good or bad, a great deal 
of taxpayers’ money is sunk in it, and 
the State cannot afford to lose that money. 
Cannot some machinery be devised to 
avert these last-minute disputes, especially 
in Government and semi-Government 
concerns? Too many of the new indus- 
tries seem to proceed by a succession of 
explosions, and, in view of the attitude 


| adopted by organised labour—sometimes, 


we may not doubt, with justice—it is a 
miracle that they ever produce goods at 
all, let alone pay dividends. We do not 
venture to take sides in the present 
dispute. We simply can hope that it will 


be resolved before irreparable damage is 


done. 
Perth and the “ Push-bike’”’ 
In the history of modern. transport 


Perth Academy may occupy a position of. 


distinction. For some months past there 
has been a desultory agitation in motoring 
circles in favour of licences for pedal 
cycles, but it has remained for the Rector 
of the Academy to put the idea into prac- 
tice. Mr. Smail has caleulated that over 
200 of his pupils daily use their bicycles 
to get to school. He intends to issue 
licences to these students, together with 
a set of rules drawn up from the “ high- 
way safety first ” code, which is used by 
the motorists of Great Britain. If any of 
the pupils commit infringements of the 
code, their licences will be endorsed or 
suspended. It seems that the pupils them- 
selves have agreed to participate in the 
scheme, since they scarcely could be! 
persuaded to do so against their will ; and, 
if they may be trusted to “ play fair,” 
some exceedingly interesting facts ought 
to be learned from the experiment. In 
theory there are strong objections to the 
scheme of bicycle licences, and one of the 
most important is the general prejudice 
against any form of tax on the poor man’s 
necessities. To hundreds of thousands of 
workers the bicycle is indispensable. It 
saves them road and rail fares in an 
economic situation where every penny 
counts. To these people a licence charge, 
even of five shillings a year, to pay the 
administrative costs of the arrangement, 
would prove a prohibitive burden. Cycle 
owners also might argue that it would be 
just as reasonable to impose a licence 
restriction upon perambulators; for the 
cyclist potentially is as much a pedestrian 
as the nursemaid with the ‘* pram.” 


Furthermore, the amount of wear and tear 


which he imposes on the roads is 
completely negligible. These are trenchant 
arguments; but, on the other side, there 
is also a compelling voice—the horrible 
accident figures. It seems probable that 
these figures might be lessened if cyclists 
were faced with the possibility of suspen- 
sion, as are motorists who offend against 
the traffic laws. Very young children also 
could be-prevented from risking their lives 
in city streets, while the reckless messenger 
boy, with his “ grown-up ” licence, might 


be induced to feel the responsibilities of | 


his position. We await further news from 
Perth with impatience.

Much purposeful work has gone to the 


making of the many pretty pictures that 


Gladys Wynne is exhibiting at Combridge’s 
Gallery, Grafton street, Dublin. The artist 
has chosen well from ‘countryside . and sea- 
shore, and always a pleasing prospect is de- 
picted in these filty-odd water-colour drawings 
of Irish landscapes. She has avoided rugged- 
ness and rudeness in colour contrast. She 
has wrought with an evenness of execution 
that is acceptable of itself, but makes one 
seek here and there for some reckless stroke 
of a full-coloured brush. Her high note is 
always gently struck and the accents are but 
mildiy stressed. The result is an atrac- 
tive show, uniform in treatment, yet, often 
with a peculiar stimulus in the emphasis of 
light or movement. Leaving scenes of nature 
and the facile presentation of wide vistas and 
far horizons, the artist occasionally makes the 
main subject of ships and sheds on busy city 
quays, and, with compensating touches of 
colour and notes of facts, gives balance to the 
composition, Occasionally in these and some 
genre scenes there is evident—not very ob- 
trusively—an overlooking of relative propor- 
tions in minor details, 

Of the landscapes, No. 24, “ Ballinakill 
Bay, Connemara,” js seen through a screen 
of trees, whose tracery of bare branches 
enhances the view. “The Lower Lake, Glenda- 
lough,’”” No. 28, with its purple mountain, 
sloping to placid water, has an effective note 
in the sunshine of the tree-tops. The purples 
and browns and unbroken water of “ Cliffs of 
Menawn, Achill,” No. 44, make a harmonic 
scene. No. 5, “St. Kevin's Kitchen,” is also 
well treated in its warmth of tone, while 
No. 9, “ Muckish Mountain,” in its contrasts 
to the blue hillside is an attractive picture. 
The early morning light of No. 22 is notable 
by reason of its ambient atmosphere. Amon 
these bright and pleasant pictures Visitors wif 
note No. 41, “ Farm near Kylemore.’’

Fascists and Communists

The suggestion that the British Navy 
should watch Portuguese harbours to 
prevent arms shipments to the Spanish 
insurgents has been made by Soviet Russia 
to the Non-Intervention Committee sitting 
in London. 

This was revealed to-day with the 
publication of the text of a st&tement 
made on Monday by M. Kagan.’ Soviet 
Chargé d’Affaires in London, to I.ord 
Plymouth, Chairman of the Committee 
which is supervising the pact of non- 
intervention in Spain. 

This statement calls for an urgent 
summoning of the Committee to discuss 
the proposals. The following is the text: 
“In connection with the question raised 
by my declaration handed to you on 
October 7th, and discussed at the last 
session of the Committee, I beg, upon the 
instructions of my Government, to submit 
the following for the urgent perusal of the 
Committee :—

“The principal supply of arms to the 
rebels proceeds through Portugal and 
Portuguese ports.

“I beg to request you that the pro- 
posals made should be discussed at the 
next session of the Committee, which I 
urgently request you to convene without | 
any delay.”

Government were informed by the 
Government of Saorstat Eireann, and 
by the other Governments concerned, 
that, as they were bound by the 
Ottawa North Atlantic Air Agreement 
to consult each other concerning the 
granting of facilities to companies 
other than those forming part of the 
Joint Operating Company and Pan- 
American Airways, they could not 
accede to the German request, received 
on the 9th instant, for a permit to 
use their territories in the course of a 
flight beginning on the 11th.”’ 


THE AZORES ROUTE 


This statement confirms the information 
published in the Irish Times yesterday 
regarding the position created by the North 
Atlantic Air Agreement, and the monopoly 
which has been established ongthe Ireland- 
Newfoundland route by British Common- 
wealth countries. 

The statement was not issued, however, 
until after the receipt of a Reuter telegram 
from Sydney, Nova Scotia, which said that 
a representative of Deutsche Lufthansa 
told the correspondent that: ‘‘ The Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State has definitely 
refused to allow German flying boats on 
the proposed North Atlantic route to use 
Galway Bay as an intermediate station.”’ 

The message added that the projected 
air route would, therefore, be via the 
Azores. 

The Azores route between Europe and 
America is considerably longer than that 
via Ireland and Newfoundland; it 1s 
generally regarded as an alternative route 
for the winter months. The Azores are 
controlled by Portugal, and the French 
Government, which had an aircraft land- 
ing rights monopoly there, lost it some 
time ago through refusing to vote the sum 
of about £1,600 demanded by Portugal. 


GERMAN SERVICES 


Bermuda, which is regarded as an inter- 
mediate point on the Azores route, is at 
present under the control of Imperial 
Airways so far as aircraft are concerned, 


and that company has exclusive rights on. 


the island. 

Germany has been operating a fort- 
nightly service across the South Atlantic 
for the past two years. On the North 
Atlantic the same country operates a 
mixed steamer-seaplane air service—two 
German liners carrying seaplanes which 
aré launched with mails when the ships 
are some hundreds of miles off the coast. . 

France has also been carrving out flights 
across the South Atlantic with large 
flying-boats, some of which are believed 
to be capable of operating on the North 
Atlantic service. Air France, the French 
organisation which will be concerned in 
any services to America which are to be 
operated by that country, has been ex- 
cluded from any agreements made by the 
United States up to the present time; but 
the French Government appointed a 
special commission of its Air Ministry 
to examine the problems of a North 
Atlantic service to America.

“WARNING THAT CAME 
TRUE ” 


“The feeling in Galway is one of intense 
indignation,” Mr. T. W. J. Kenny, 
Galway, President of the Tourist Develop- 
ment Association, told an Iris, Times 
reporter, with whom he discussed the 
Government’s decision. 

Mr. Kenny said that public dissatisfac 
tion was all the more keen because at the 
time that the Ottawa Convention between 
Imperial Airways and Pan-American Air- 
ways, involving the Governments of the 
Free State, Great Britain, New Zealand 
and Canada, was concluded, one of the 
most influential deputations that ever left 
Galway personally called upon the Presi- 
dent of the Executive Council, and told 
him that, so far as Galway was concerned, 
they objected on national grounds to the 
Government tying itself up to any par- 
ticular interests. 

“That warning has now come true, un- 
happily for Galway. It is known here 
that the Germans are taking a great 
interest in this port as an air base, and 
that Herr Hitler himself had been watch- 
ing Galway with a view to this develop- 
ment. It seems an extraordinary thing 
that one of the German ’planes could land 
at Nova Scotia, within the Commonwealth, 
while they were denied the use of 
Galway.”

‘that had been made for the reception of

LORD MAYOR’S STATEMENT 


“The Corporation are faced with an

DEVALUATION AND

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article:—The reciprocal. arrangement by 
which the British, French and American 
stabilisation funds are enabled to exchange 
for gold their holdings in one another's 
currencies is the logical corollary of the 
agreement between the three Governments 
to co-operate in checking any monetary 
disturbances arising out of the devaluation 
of the franc. It ensures each of them 
against the risks which otherwise might 
be involved in large purchases of foreign 
currency, made with the object of prevent- 
ing violent short-term fluctuations caused 
by speculation and other temporary 
influences. As Mr. Eden rightly insisted 
in his speech at Sheffield yesterday, there 
is nothing exclusive or political about the 
arrangement, Every Government which 
cares to join in this co-operative effort is 
invited to do so. Many, no doubt, will 
accept. 

In the meantime the new movement 
towards greater freedom in foreign trade 
has been given a powerful impetus by the 
discussion in the Economic Committee of 
the League of Nations. It is now for the 
Governments—particularly for the Govern- 
ments which took the initiative in the 
Anglo-French-American declaration — to 
see that this impetus is not dissipatec 
without achieving substantial results. The 
resolutions arising out of the report have 
been adopted by the Assembly, including 
the Anglo-Peedch resolution calling for 
the abolition of quotas and exchangs 
restrictions, and the British resolution 
proposing an inquiry, in which non- 
member States are to be invited to co- 
operate, into access to raw materials. 

With the achievement of so much agree- 
ment in principle, the door is open both 
to action by individual Governments for 
lowering rainig! barriers and to negotia- 
tions between different Governments for 
the reciprocal removal of the difficulties 
which now stand in the way of sach 
action. i

ROUBLE threatens in the four sugar 
factories at Carlow, Mallow, Thurles 
and Tuam on the eve of the campai 
season.

‘The unions’ demands, aqreneing 
to a statement issued by the board o

The company has 
declined to grant the demands, and states 
in effect that, at all costs, theemen who 
have withdrawn their labour will be re- 
quired to return to work, and an assurance 
given. that they will work through the 
period of the coming campaign before an 
representation will be received from su 
workers. 
It is considered likely that an immediate 
effort will be made to settle the dispute. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO MEN 


Meanwhile instructions were issued 
yesterday by the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union and the Irish 
Engineering Industrial Union to their 
members employed in the Mallow factory 
to withdraw their labour. 

In a statement on the position, Mr. 
Thomas Kennedy, Vice-president, of the 
union, said that this step had been taken 
in view of the fact that the campaign 
season was starting in ‘that factory. 
Labour would not be withdrawn in the 


rother three factories until the campaign 


opening date in each case. 

Mr. Kennedy said that the actual in- 
structions issued by the unions to their 
members were that they should stop work 
as their shifts finished. That meant that 
some men would stop yesterday and others 
this morning | 

The men had been told to make certain 
that all pipes were clear of material so 
that the lodgment which would otherwise 
take place would be avoided. ‘‘ The 
workers will take care that no damage 
is done to the machinery in this manner,” 
he said. ‘‘ They want everything to be 
in working order when the dispute is over 
and they return to their duties,’’ 

He stated that there were about 170 
workers belonging to the two unions that 
had served the strike notices employed in 
the factory. Some members of two other 
‘unions also are employed. 

A representative of the Irish Trade 
Union Congress stated that that bedy had 
not yet been requested to intervene in the 
dispute. 

The workers are seeking an increase of 

13d. per hour for skilled men and 2d. per 
hour for the other workers. 
_ It is understood that the campaign men 
in Mallow are supporting the strikers, 
and that it is considered unlikely that any 
effort will be made to open the factory 
with alternative labour.

“While the board of directors might 
appreciate the right of trade unions to 
select the time and manner of pressing 
just claims on behalf of their members, .it 
is impossible to escape the conclusion that 
in their attitude to, and their claims on, 
the sugar industry the unions are exercis- 
ing a degree of force majeure which is 
calculated to bring about serious conse- | 
quences for all concerned, including the 
workers, and to place the industry in 
serious jeopardy. 

“ (2) The industry was established 
under an Act of the Oireachtas as a State 
enterprise to strengthen the national 
economy by producing sugar internally, to |

SACRIFICES 


“The establishment of the industry has 
been possible only on certain economic bases, 
and calls for sacrifices from the community 
in the form of an increased price for sugar, 
from farmers in the form of a reduced price 
for raw material, sugar-beet, and from the 
National Exchequer in the form of a loss 
in revenue from Customs and Excise duties, 
estimated to exceed £1,000,000 per annum, 
which deficiency in the national revenue falls 
to be met by way oí a contribution from 
the taxpayers. Workers in the industry 
were |not called upon to make any contri- 
bution towards the establishment, of the in- 
dustry; but, on the contrary, have had the 
conditions of their employment in the in- 
dustry, as compared with the conditions 
obtaining prior to the establishment of this 
company, considerably improved. 

“Jt is the function of the Board. of 
Directors to secure the aims for which the 
industry was established, and, in doing so, 
and having regard to the requirements of the 
National Exchequer, to safeguard and re- 
concile the interests of those concerned, 
namely, the public (the consumers), the 
farmers, and the workers. 

‘Capital has necessarily been. employed 
as part of the machinery for the establish- 
ment of the industry, but only at fixed rates 
of interest or dividend, and, unlike other 
commercial concerns, the accretion of profits 
to capital, beyond the fixed rates of interest 
or dividend (6 per cent. in the case of the 
company’s Preference Shares, and 4 per 
cent. in the case of the company’s 
Debenture stocks), is not the primary 
purpose or aim of the industry, Neither 
the Board of Directors nor the in- 
vestors of capital have any interest in the 
increase or accumulation of profits, beyond

INTERESTS OF WORKERS 
“ (3) That. the company has paid full 
attention to and adequately safeguarded 
the interests Of the. workers employed 
in the industry will be borne out by the

In the London Bankruptcy Court. yester- 
day, before Mr. Registrar Kean, the public 
examination was concluded of Edward Fitz- 
Gerald, Duke of Leinster, described as of 
Portland place, London. 

His statement of affairs showed pos 
liabilities £139,233 and assets nil. ‘ Of the 
liabilities, £58,954 represents the balance of 
debts proved in previous bankruptcies. 

Mr. L. A. West, Senior Official Receiver, 
attended, and Mr. W. A, L. Reaburn ap- 
peared on behalf of the Duke, ! 

Examined by the Official Receiver, the 
Duke said that in 1918 two orders of adjudi- 
cation were annulled on the debts being paid 
in full. In March, 1916, the heir presump- 
tive to the Leinster estates was killed in the 
war. He himself became the heir presump- 
tive, and his eldest. brother was then the 
Duke. His prospect of coming. into the 
estates was good at that time. He agreed 
that between 1916 and 1919 he lived extrava- 
gantly and borrowed on, the, security of his 
ryeversionary interest in the estates. In 
‘January, 1918, he contracted to sell his con- 


tingent tomraiepa coterens in the estates to 
Sir .H/ Mallaby ley for £67,500, with a 
covenant for him to have £1,000 a year, but 
the £67,500 was only enough te enable him to 
pay off the charges he had created. on his 
' peversi , interest: eae ie 
Tn’ 1919 was again adjudged bankrupt 
with £31,000 liabilities... In 1922 the then 
Duke died, and he succeeded to the title. 
In 1922 another receiving order was made 
against him.

To M.C.C. tour in Australia is now in 


It is customary to assume 
in connection with many sports that the 
side playing at home holds an advantage 
The idea does not extend to cricket, and on 
the last two occasions England has visited 
Australia the ‘‘ Ashes’’ have been brought 
back, whereas’ Woodfull’s team of 1930, and 
also that, of 1934, won the rubber in Eng- 


land. 


“ NON-BENDERS ” 


3efore leaving England G. O. Allen re- 
ferred to his party as “a team of no non- 
benders,” and as most of the players came 
under his eye and control during the last 
Test series he knows his men. There are 
no out-fielders in the forties, as was the case 
during one trip to Australia when a perspir- 
mg Me hús, chasing the ball was told to “take 
a cab for it.” 

The present M.C.C. combination has an 
average age of less than 30. There will be 
n> “old gentlemen”’ in the deep with 
Barnett, Fishlock, Hardstaff, and Leyland 
available, and there is no reason to be appre- 
hensive about the slip-fielding, which Is par- 
ticularly comforting with four-pace bowlers 
in the side. 

The team sense should increase as players 
gain confidence in one another. A small pomt 
in favour of the Englishmen is that they 
have had two years’ experience of the 
changed l.b.w. law. The eight-ball over may 
be disliked hy fast Lowlers and yet be wel- 
comed or, at least, appreciated by those of 
Jess pace. I do not suppose that the eight- 
ball over would have imposed any handicap 
upon either of the last two M.C.C. teams 
“down under.” 

In some quarters it has been contended we 
are not strong in bowling this time. I agree 
we have no bowler so effective on any kind 
of wicket as W. J. O’Reilly, but nothing has 
occurred since, the, Australians were last in 
England to suggest that there is any other 
really formidable bowler in Australia, Fleet- 
w Smith would be awkward to face with 
the altered ].b.w. rule operating, and more 
than one of our players has expressed to me 
the opinion that the left-hander is likely to 
be a nuisance, but it seems Australia will not 
be able to call upon him until two of the 
Tests have been settled. The third finger of 
his bowling hand is unsound and he is still on 
the injured list. 


AUSTRALIA'S “ HOPE” 


Australia hopes appear to be ME as 
McCormick, a six-footer, with abundant 
stamina, forming the ‘‘shock’’ part of the 
attack, with possibly McCabe. There is also 
Grimmett, but: most people agree that this 
little man is never so effective in spin and 
nip off the grounds in Australia as he is 
when on tour. He may lose his Seg to F. 
Ward, a slow leg-breaker, who flights the ball 
well and who, long before taking twelve 
wickets in the tria. game the other day, had 
been acclaimed as a likely succesor to 
Grimmett. O'Reilly and McCabe apart, none 
of the bowlers England has previously met is 
likely to figure in the first Test. 

With an eye on the great problem of check- 
ing mammoth scores by Bradman, England 
have constituted their team so that no fewer 
than twelve bowlers are at call, Form before 
the Tests will, of course, largely influence 
Allen's selection, and it would be idle to fore- 
cast a probable team with the onening of the 
first representative match as far ahead as 
December 4th, but I assume that Voce, with 
his experience, adaptability and strength, will 
not be lightly passed over in re of Farnes 
and Copson, All things are relative, and, 
although England may not possess the same 
owerful and varied attack as when Barnes, 
oster, and others were automatic choices for

Wyatt in ‘sage of E. R. T. Holmes, 
may well mean the Warwickshire captain 
going in first with either Barnett or Fagg. 

The defensive solidarity of Worthington, 
Wyatt and Fagg should be of much value in 
a timeless Test, and Hammond, Leyland and 
Ames should be, at least, the equals of Aus- 
tralia’s middle batsmen. 

England’s captaincy and wicket-keeping— 
those most important branches of crjcket— 
are in safe hands. Fast bowlers have cap- 
tained England before with successful re 
sults, and Allen, on the few occasions he 
has led a representative team, has certainly 
shown an aptitude for leadership. Bradman, 
who will lead Australia, knows the game 
thoroughly, but has a shorter experience of 
cricket than his rival. Whether the extra 
responsibility will adversely affect his batting 
Is a moot point. I regard it as most unlikely. 
Although J. H. Fingleton may worry our 
bowlers, Bradman must remain our chief 
menace. But what about Hammond?
